At Stone Mountain Out of a Considerahle

himself, George Johnson. 

The story of his work has a ludicrous side to 
it and the laugh is on the mirshal and deputy 
sheriff at Stone Mountain.

They 
have watches and jeweiry and a big sum in 
money, and I’ye got enough evidence to con- 
vict. There's $250 inthe gang andif you'll 
help me we'll get the reward and divide.”’ 

The marshal consented. Soon after the ar- 
rangement was made the ‘‘detective’’ went to 
araijroad agent. A lot of goods had been 
stolen fromm the road a few days-‘before, and 
Jolinson knew. of this. 

The uegro showed his free pass and his let 
terof recommendation and entered into an 
agreement to workup the case and catch the 
thieves, 

A day or so later Jolimson went back to the 
agent aud requested a loan of It was 
loaned him, and a few hours later he went 
back for another $10, 

“I’ve got ihe thing dead,”’ explained the ne- 
gre detective; ‘“‘but I must have $15 to bluif 
them with.” 

The agent loaned him the $10. A few hours 
later the negro went back again an:| wanted 
$10 more, 

“I’ve got that $15 yet,” 
the money, ‘but I need $25 in all. 
is just ready to spring.”’ 

In exactly the 
same way tle negro beat the marshal out of 
$30, pretending to. be working up evidence 
against the concert company. 

Friday evening the company reached Stone 
mountain. The detective bought the night’s 
performance for $20, making a few dollars on 
the transaction, and Saturday morning the 
detective was gone. 

The agent at once began a search for John- 
son, and in this he was joined by the marshal. 
Each Led been kept inignerance of the other's 
transactions with the detective. A  littie 
later the deputy sheriff acknowledged that he 
too had been “done,” and _ yesterday all 
three gentlemen caine to Atlauta 
and laid the case before the 
police. ‘Together they made up a reward of 
$25, which they offer for the capture of John- 
son. 

The police here atcnce suspected the convert 
man, Blackhawk, oz Tolliver, of being in the 
scheme with Johuson, and as soon as the con- 
cort company arrived arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday Blackhawk and bis head musician, a 
darky named Rogers, were arrested and locked 
uD.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S MESSAGE. 


The Talk About Mr. Harrison's Cabinet. 
Mr. Blaine’s Chances of Getting In. 
Mr. Randall l’resent. 


W asnincton, December 3.—-(Special.}- The 
second session of the fiftieth congress has con- 
yened. The houses were well filled today, and 
the galleries were packed. Members’ desks in 
both chambers were liberally decorated with 
flowers, but strange to say, there was nota 
flower on the republican side of the senate. 
This fact brought ferth from a republican sen- 
ator the remark that “We don’t need any 
flowers yet; we are not dead enough.”” Neither 
of the Georgia senators were in their seats. 

In the house the republicans were all smiles, 
while democrats accepted good naturedly the 
jokes at their expense by their political oppo- 
nents. Ata few minutes before 12 o'clock 
Mr. Randall entered, attired as usual in a 
black frock coat, but looking very thin and 
pale. Since his illness his hair hag turned 
almost white. The members of both parties 
immediately flocked around his desk, and 
until the speaker’s gavel rapped he was the re- 
cipient of a regular ovation. 

Messrs. Crisp, Turner, Blount, Grimes and 
Stewart, of the Georgia delegation, were on 
hand, shaking hands with their friends. The 
election of a republican house was particularly 
severe on Judge Crisp, as it was generally un- 
derstood he was to be the next speaker, but he 
was, nevertheless, smiling this morning, and 
will wait two years in hopes of the election of 
another democratic house. Tom Reed,of Maine, 
to judge from appearances, Was the happiest 
man in the house today. He was all smiles 
and seemed to enjoy victory so mueh that he 
grasped the hand of Roger Q. Mills pleasantly, 
without even attempting to guy him or sa y ‘ 
cutting or sarcastic thing. On the whole this 
morning the republicans were too happy to be 
anything but magnanimous, and the demo- 
crats have, in a measure, got used to their 
position. Mrs. Cleveland and her mother, 
Mrs. Folsom, were in the gallery and remained 
until adjournment. 

The President’s Message. 

To the first part of the president’s message 
the house listened attentively, but after the 
reading of that part relating to the tarilf, one 
by one they adjourned to the cloak room, and 
when it was concluded very few were on thea 
floor. The general opinion among democrats 
seemed to be that it was a bold maintenance of 
his position on the tariif, but more politic than 
his message of a year ago.

If Mr. Me- 
Kinley remains in, Butterworth will not enter 
it. Mr. MeKinley today announced himself 
@ candidate but there is a probability 
that he will suceeed Sherman in 
the senate. Senator Shewuman, it i3 
understood, had been offered a cabinet ap- 
pointment, but he fears tle election of Foraker 
to the senate to succeed him, and would prefer 
to refuse the cabinet place rather than be suc- 
ceeded by Foraker. it he ean arrange it to 
have McKinley or Butterworth succeed him 
he will accept the place. On this depends Mr. 
McKinley’s candidacy for the speakershiip. 
His friends are contident he can be elected if 
he continues in the race. He is a friend of 
the south, and the man the southern members 
Want in the speaker’s chair. 

“ ‘THE GEORGIA APPROPRIATIONS. 

The report of the secretary of the treasury, 
trausmitiing estimates of appropriations for 
the present fiscal year, was sent to congress to- 
day. The estimated appropriations for Gcor- 
gia are as follows: 

To compicte public building at Savannah, 
$75,000. 

For the establishment of a light houso rear 
Catharine sound, $20,000. 

For a brick hospital at Augusta arsenal, 
$10,000. 

For continuing the construction of building 
for the new ten company army post at Atlantis, 
as provided by congress, $75,000. 

The following amount that can be profitab'y 

expended in rivers and harbors is reported: 
+ Rivers—Altamaha, £20,000; Chattahoochee, 
$40,000: $100,000; Flint, $50,000; 
Jeky! creek, Oecmulgee, $20,000; 
Oconee, $20,000; Savannah, $40,000. 

Harbors—Brunswick, £62,500; Cumberland 
sound, $500,000; Savannah, «200,000, For tho 
Charleston, 8. C., OU is recom. 
mended. 

The other appropriations for Georgia are to 
maintain the quarantine station as Hapel 
island, $28,500; to continue tidal observations 
at Savannah, Ga., and Sandy Hook, N.Jd., 
$2,100; to continue the triangulation from At- 
lanta towards Mobile, 45,(#0;. to complete the 
public building at Greenville, 5. C., $75,000 is 
Fecommended. | 

Congressman Catchings, of Mississippi, 
member of tiie river and harbor commuittes, 
will propose at the mveting of that committee 
tomorrow, thatthe river and harbor bil! of jas 
session be taken up horizontally, cut down 
ten million doilars, and passed within ts! 
days. He thinks the committce will accept hi!

Without hesitation ashe recommends. itis 

owever, believed that many members will ob 
ject to this, among them being some of th:
